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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


A continued strong increase in state tax revenues shows that Missouri 
business and industry are enjoying generally prosperous financial conditions. 

This economic assessment is a result of the newly-reported 14.76 percent 
increase in general revenue receipts, which totaled $862,671,608 for the fiscal 
period ending Feb. 28. The increase is based on a comparison of general reve- 
nue receipts for the previous comparable fiscal period in 1977. 

It should be noted that the initial advance of Missouri commerce was ac- 
companied by a significant drop in the rate of unemployment throughout the 
state last year. 

The greatest jump in state revenues was recorded in the category of indi- 
vidual income tax receipts, which increased 17.17 percent on collections of 
$309, 188,378. 

Corporate income tax receipts totaled $48,697,293. This was an increase 
of 14.98 percent. 
| Sales tax receipts were $436,846,328 and up 14.22 percent. 

Liquor, beer and wine tax receipts continued the slow downward trend 
begun last year. Receipts were $16,668,704, which was a decrease of 3.45 per- 
cent.
